In the early days the Preface was 
much longer than now and it listed 
all the motives for gratitude. It be- 
gan with the creation of the world 
and spoke of all God's kind acts to 
men, it went through Jewish history, 
telling of God's Providence over the 
chosen people, Then it spoke of the 
birth of Christ, His life and death 
and resurrection, the Church He 
founded, His Ascension into Heaven. 

The Preface in your Missal is not 
that long. In the course of time it 
has become both shortened and var- 
ied. Now you are given a different 
reason for gratitude with each dif- 
ferent season. 

At Christmas it is fitting and prop- 
er to give thanks because “by the 
mystery of the word made flesh the 
light ef God's glory hath shined 
again in our mind, so that, while we 
know Him as God seen by men, we 
may be drawn by Him to the love of 
things unseen.” 

At Epiphany we give thanks be- 
cause, when the divine Son showed 
Himself to men, he restored us by the 
new light of His own immortality. 

During Lent we give thanks because 
God curbs vice, lifts up our minds, 
gives us strength and reward when 
we fast after the example of our 
Lord. This is done through Christ. 

During Passion-time we thank God

If the 
sick person is near death, the 
priest uses the “shorter prayers’ 
for giving Extreme Unction. 


This Sacrament is necessary 
in the last sickness of a Catho- 
lic. On that account you should 
always go quickly for the priest, 
if the sick person is in your 
home, or your neighborhood. If 
you are sick, ask at once for the 
priest. Do not be afraid you are 
going to die, just because the 
priest is called, for he comes 
with the Sacraments only to help 
and to strengthen vou. It would

Sacrament of Extreme Unction 

When is Extreme Unction to be re- 
ceived? 

By whom is it to be received? 

What are the proper dispositions for 
receiving this Sacrament?

One cannot wilfully neglect 
this Sacrament, without some 
sin, Such a person is depriving 
himself, ca wilful neglect, 
uf the powerfu! helps God gives 
through Extreme Unction. The 
priest never delays. a moment 
when called to.the death bed of 
a person. He knows the soul 
stands in need of God’s grace 
and he rushes to the spiritual as- 
sistance of the sick person. 

People who have become un- 
conscious may receive this Sac- 
rament, if they were in the pro- 
per dispositions before they be- 
came unconscious. When a sick 

rson is conscious, and knows 

e has a mortal sin on his soul, 
he must either make a good con- 
fession, or try hard to make an 
act of perfect contrition. We 
should be in the state of grace 
when receiving Extreme Unc- 
tion. 

Soldiers at war, and sailors in 
danger of a storm at sea, may 
not receive Extreme Unction, 
for they are not in “danger of 
death from sickness’. Children 
who have not reached the age of 
reason, and grown people who 
have not had their right minds, 
cannot receive this Sacrament, 
because they have had no sins 
and no “remains” of sins. Such 
people are not subject to tempta- 
tions, and are incapable of ex- 

eriencing the effects of Ex- 
reme Unction.
